Recently I've gotten into miniatures wargaming and I think that it 
might be possible to convert the rules and movement over to a postal 
game. Most likely it would be a game for about six to eight players, each 
player having a regiment sized unit plus a battery of artillery maybe. 
And there would be one overall commander on each side who would direct 
things in a general sense. It would have to have a time limit on it, like 
about thirty minutes gametime. It would be interesting I think - any 
takers out there???? 

S&T's latest has been out a few weeks, THE AMERICAN CIVIL 'WAR, and 
from my own experience, its looks pretty fair. The Designers Notes 
say that you have to be an idiot to lose as the Northern player but I've 
found out different. Maybe with a lot of luck Command Control-wise and 
some heavy Southern Attrition losses, it might go that way, but it hasn't 
been like that around here. Prom looking over the board, there are some 
eight or nine absolutely necessary points where the supply ?rid must be 
cut to guarantee victory for the North. And these simply are not all that 
easy to get to quickly. Sea Lifts give the North the added advantage of 
bein? where the Rebel isn't but even then he's limited as to what he can 
do with the forces. All in all, its very interesting....
